School Opened 


Official opening of the Horace Allen High 
School in Coleman, was witnessed by over 500 
persons Friday evening at an affair that was 
attended by government, Department of Edu¬ 
cation and other officials. 


Trustee Steve Mraz, who has 
been chairman of the Board for 
many years, officially opened the 
ceremonies and in his remarks, 
pointed out that the policy of the 
Coleman Board has been to pro¬ 
vide the students with the best 
educational facilities possible in 
line with economic conditions. 

He indicated that many bitter 
battles had been fought and many 
bridges crossed by the Board of 
Trustees to get the new school 
for Coleman. He commended the 
Alberta government and Depart¬ 
ment of Education for their gener¬ 
ous aid in the school building. 

Mr. Mraz then introduced the 
Board of Trustees and guests that 
were present for the affair. 

Mr. Lurie of the architectural 
firm of Lurie and Neufeld, who 
designed the school, gave a short 
talk, commending the fine work 
done by the contractors and all 
who had played a part in the con¬ 
struction of the school. He then 
presented a picture to the school. 

Mr. Chronik of Chronik Construc¬ 
tion, expressed his appreciation at 
having had the opportunity of 
building such a fine structure, and 
to show his appreciation also pre¬ 
sented the school with a picture. 

William Mclnnes of Lethbridge, 
supervisor of construction, praised 
the contractor for a fine job and 
gave credit to all firms that had 
had a part in erecting the building. 

He commended the Board for 
their untiring efforts and made spe¬ 
cial mention of the school secre¬ 
tary - treasurer, Nora Goulding, 
whom he said was always there 
when she was needed. He told the 
Board they were fortunate to have 
such a fine person at their disposal. 

Principal Horace Allen, after 
whom the school was named, was 
the next speaker, and in his re¬ 
marks expressed his sincere ap¬ 
preciation to everyone who had a 
hand in having the school built. He 
expressed the pride and honor he 
felt at the school being named af¬ 
ter him, adding that he would do 
everything in his control to war¬ 
rant the honor. Mr. Allen then 
called on all of the staff of the new 
school and introduced them to the 
audience. 

Mrs. Helen Neddo, representing 
the Coleman Home and School, 
was introduced and on behalf of 
the organization, presented Vice¬ 
principal Steve Ondrus with a large 
picture for the school. 

The Crows Nest Pass Chorus, di¬ 
rected by Rev. Denis Fleming, then 
entertained with three selections. 

Mayor Jack Ostash was the next 
speaker, and stated that the new 
school was a wonderful step for 
progress in the town. He said that 
he was aware of the hard battle 
the Board had fought to get the 
building during the past eight 
years. He concluded by stating it 
goes to show what a group of men 
under determined leadership can 
do when they set a goal and do it. 
We are proud of you, he said, and 
let us'continue to progress. 
Former Mayor, Frank Aboussafy 


was called upon and commended 
all who had taken part in getting 
the school for Coleman, and build¬ 
ing it. The work done by the Board 
is justified he said, for a few days 
ago he had looked in the school 
gym and there found a large num¬ 
ber of Coleman young people tak¬ 
ing advantage of the facilities of¬ 
fered by the fine gym. 

William Kovach, MLA, repre¬ 
senting the Alberta government, 
spoke, statfTtg turn i« a relief 
when the Department Of Education 
approved the new school being built 
in Coleman. 

He said that the Pass now has 
fine school with fine gyms, fine 
arenas equipped with artificial ice 
and now consideration should be 
given jointly in the Pass at hiring 
a full-time recreational director 
to take full advantage of all the 
facilities here. He said the gov¬ 
ernment provide considerable as¬ 
sistance for a recreational direct¬ 
or. Mr. Kovach then commended, 
all who had taken part in the 
erection of the school and wished 
all success. 

He then presented a picture to 
Principal Horace Allen on behalf 
of the provincial government. 

L. G. Hall, inspector of high 
schools, representing the De¬ 
partment of Education, expressed 
the congratulations of the Minister 
of Education, A. Aalborg, who was 
unable to be present. 

Mr. Hall gave an inspiring talk 
on the educational system and he 
stressed the great need for a well- 
rounded education for everyone. 

In concluding his remarks, Mr. 
Hall stated that the new Coleman 
school building was an edifice of 
people who believe in the right of 
children to grow in a free society. 

Mrs. Horace Allen was called to 
the stage and was presented with a 
large bouquet of flowers by Christy - 
ann Dunford on behalf of the 
School Board. Mrs. Allen expressed 
her thanks. 

William Mclnnes then called on 
Principal Horace Allen and pre¬ 
sented hfflLwith a gold key to the 
school for" which Mr. Allen ex¬ 
pressed his deep appreciation. 

The Crows Nest Pass Symphony 
Orchestra then played several se¬ 
lections, directed by Roy Upton. 
The Crows Nest Pass Junior Band 
directed by Frank Edl, also in at¬ 
tendance, presented a number of 
selections during the evening. 

The affair concluded after a tour 
of the school was made and lunch 
was served by the Home & School 
members.

Wich the coming of the new 
assessment it appears that the 
equalized assessment will increase 
by approximately 20 per cent, 
w hich means a 20 per cent increase 
in taxes and will thus be a burden 
on this area at the present time, 
especially since the Federal gov- 
c.nment has designated the Pass 
as a Slow Growth Area. The dele¬ 
gation going to Edmonton wili at- 
t< mpt to have some concessions 
giv„n on the recent assessment. 

Correspondence received by the 
Assessors signified that they would 
attend an Open House affair in the 
Pass to give explanations re the 
new assessments to individuals 
who wish an explanation. The Open 
House will be held after the as- 
-essment notices are sent out. 

Council have accepted the offer 
of the assessors and date and place 
of the Open House will be an¬ 
nounced. 

Council will be dealing with the 
engineering firm of Underwood, 
MeLelland and Associates who will 
produce the results of a survey 
made of the town’s water system. 
The engineering firm was request¬ 
ed to make the survey by the form¬ 
er council last August.

Mine Chute 
Is Destroyed 

Fire of unknown origin destroy¬ 
ed a large loading chute at the 
Vicary Creek Coal Mines of Cole¬ 
man Collieries. 

The mine is located about 12 
miles north of Coleman. The large 
wooden chute was built on the 
slope of a hill and coal from the 
Vicary mine was dumped into the 
chute and then loaded into trucks 
at the bottom of the chute. 

The structure, over 100 feet in 
length, had a capacity of over 150 
tons. 

Two gates for loading trucks 
were built in at the base of the 
chute and a diesel fuel heater kept 
the gates from freezing in cold 
weather. 

According to reports damage to 
the chute was extensive and will 
run into several thousand dollars. 

Coleman Collieries officials would 
not comment on the mishap.

Mr. Jennings is well known in 
the Pass for his missionary work 
and was a former employee in the 
meat department at Owen’s Store 
in Coleman. 


Herbert Jennings, formerly of 
Coleman, has just completed — 
November 25 — a 10-monih special¬ 
ized course in Bible instruction, 
and organization management at 
the Watch Tower School of Gilead 
in New York City. 

Jennings was pgr! of a class of 
104 sehyfPA, nuajiifs of Jehov¬ 
ah’s Witnesses were gathered 
from 56 lands around the world. 

The course provided each day 
for a half-day’s classroom activity 
and a half-day’s practical training 
in some phase of operation of the 
Watch Tower Society’s two large 
printing plants and the two build¬ 
ings which house the offices of the 
Society and the School and pro¬ 
vide living quarters for the stu¬ 
dents as well as for the 680 mem¬ 
bers of the headquarters staff. 

Academic studies included verse- 
by-verse study of the entire Bible, 
the history of religion, the relation 
of world history to the history of 
the Bible, Bible teaching tech¬ 
niques as well as advanced meth

sociation we had with so many dif¬ 
ferent nationalities and cultural 
backgrounds. It emphasized all the 
more to us that the Bible and its 
teachings is the only real force for 
mutual understanding and peace¬ 
ful co-existence." 

Jennings is being sent to Ghana 
cn special assignment. In all, the 
104 student are being assigned to 
68 different lands.

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Drilling Crews 
Arrive in Coleman 

Alpine Drilling of Calgarywrived in Cole¬ 
man to start drilling test holes in West Cole¬ 
man as the first steps toward trying to correct 
the water level problem that has been causing 
flooding basements in this area for some time. 


The drilling rig, operated >"■by 
George Miskulin and John Fillion, 
of Calgary, will be drilling some 
21 holes around West Coleman t 
determine the flow of water and to 
find the water levels. 

Once this step has been com¬ 
pleted other action can be taken 
to drain the area and lower the 
water table level. The drilling work 
will take one week’s time. 

The preliminary drilling work 
was ordered by the Water Resour¬ 
ces Department of Edmonton as a 
result of the Coleman Town Coun¬ 
cil and Mayor meeting with the 
Hon. Norman Willmore and Wil¬ 
liam Kovach, MLA, of Coleman, 
recently. 

Both government officials were 
taken on a tour of the West Cole¬ 
man area and the Crows Nest Riv¬ 
er to familiarize Mr. Willmore with 
the problem Mr. Kovach, being a 
resident of tne area, has, for some 
time been trying to get action on 
the matter. 

Prior to the Hon. Willmore visit¬ 
ing Coleman, a delegation com¬ 
prising Mayor Jack Ostash and 
councillors Joe Hanrahan and John 
Holyk travelled to Fort Macleod 
to meet the Minister and request 
that action be taken to remedy the 
problem that has been aggravating 
the residents of the district for 


many years. 

It is felt by Coleman council 
that dredging some one-third miles 
of the Crows Nest River immedi¬ 
ately south of West Coleman would 
lower the river’s channel by sev¬ 
eral feet and this in turn would 
provide for better seepage into the 
river channel, and would allow 
more water to flow downstream ra¬ 
ther than remain stagnant and seep 
into basements. 

The seepage into the basements 
of the residences in the area has 
prevented many of the home-own¬ 
ers from enjoying the services of 
natural gas furnaces in their 
homes. The wet basements also de¬ 
crease the value of private homes 
in West Coleman.

Washington, D.C., is published by 
The Review as a public service, 
with no intention of causing alarm 
but just to add another bit of 
knowledge to the reading public 
as disseminated by those men of 
science in the “know”. 

The article is as follows: 
“Certain strong cheese and one 
of the newer tranquillizers may 
mix with sickening to deadly ef¬ 
fects in the human body, accord¬ 
ing to British investigators. 

The strange discovery, with its 
obvious warning, is reported in a 
recent issue of The Lancet, Brit¬ 
ish medical weekly. 

The cheeses involved are identi¬ 
fied as Camembert and Brie, and 
perhaps to a lesser extent, Stil¬ 
ton. The tranquillizer is tranyl¬ 
cypromine, prescribed in the U.S. 
under the trade name of Parnate 
to relieve mental depressions. 

The inquiry was begun after 
some patients on the drug treat¬ 
ment suffered side effects rant¬ 
ing from sweating, heart rac¬ 
ing, vomiting, stiff necks and 
headaches some hours after meal 
taking. Often, though not always, 
one of the cheese was a princi- 

Jehovah's Witnesses

Speaking to 430 in attendance, 
Mr. Statton referred to the increas- 
ign trend towards atheistic think¬ 
ing. “One of the reasons for this,” 
he said, “is the conclusion drawn 
by many that modern science dis¬ 
credits the Bible.” 

The speaker asked why this was 
so, stating that true science can¬ 
not help but verify the Bible and 
the fact that God does indeed exist. 
He went on to discuss in detail 
four principles of nature that com¬ 
ply with scriptural principles: 

Inertia, Equalibrium, Bio-gene¬ 
sis and the Conservation of mass 
and energy. 

“These four proved principles,” 
he said, “give definite evidence 
that God does exist. It is a de¬ 
plorable fact that many are in¬ 
duced to follow false science in 
their beliefs and not true science.” 

In closing, Mr. Statton pointed 
out that study of the Bible is the 
answer to the problems that con¬ 
front us in this busy world. 

The three day assembly was ar¬ 
ranged to provide Jehovah’s Wit¬ 
nesses with instructive talks on ap¬ 
plying Christian principles to mod¬ 
ern day society and to aid in the 
expansion of their activity in the 
Southern Alberta area.

pal ingredient of the meal. 

Prof. M. D.‘ Milne, pharmacolo¬ 
gist, of Westminster Hospital in 
London, reported a rational ex¬ 
planation for the drug-cheese poi¬ 
sonings, in The Lancet article. 

The combination, he reported, 
acts as a special stress on the 
adrenal glands, causing those 
glands to pour out an over-load 
of adrenaline. Adrenaline is the 
hormone released by these glands 
during bouts of anger, fear and 
other emotions. 

Raises Blood Pressure 

Prof. Milne reported he found 
the blood pressure of patients on 
transylcypromine. who ate the sus¬ 
pect cheese was raised for at least 
eight hours. 

He said he analyzed a number 
of cheeses and found the stronger 
ones, such as Camembert, Stilton 
and Brie, contained high concen¬ 
trations of certain amines, break¬ 
down products of protein. 

These amines, he explained, if 
not quickly oxidized in the body, 
could cause the toxic effects en¬ 
countered in the drug-cheese poi¬ 
sonings. Finally, re reported, the 
drug itself lowers the body’s nor¬ 
mal oxidizing power in this regard.

Health Units 
Commence Register 
Of Handicapped 

At the request of the Department 
of Health, a permanent register for 
handicapped children and adults 
has commenced by all Health Units 
within the province of Alberta. 

This registry will be used to 
establish a follow-up and consult¬ 
ive service to those persons af¬ 
fected. The purpose fo this reg¬ 
ister is to enable the government 
to provide services required by the 
handicapped, e g., special schools, 
physiotherapy, etc. 

It is hoped to have the registry 
for children completed by the end 
of 1963, and later on the register 
for the adult population will be 
compiled. 

The consultive service will be 
provided by a Medical Advisory

ATTENTION 
OWNERS AND OPERATORS OF 
MOBILE EQUIPMENT 

Effective January l, 1964, all mobile equipment coming 
within the definitions quoted below is again subject to licensing, 
if such equipment is operated anywhere within the Province 
except in Cities or National Parks. 

Inspectors are constantly in the field checking all such 
mobile equipment. Practice of issuing warning tickets 
will be discontinued and any violation of the Act will be 
concluded in court proceedings. Provision is made for 
the imposition of a fine and possible impoundment of 
equipment where a violation of the Act occurs. 

The following definitions are taken from The Mobile 
Equipment Licensing Act: 

(d) ''MOBILE EQUIPMENT” 

11) means machinery or equipment capable of being 
moved to its place of use under its own power or 
by being towed, pulled or carried and not intended 
to be affixed to land, and 

(II) includes equipment used for the purposes of seismo- 
graphic exploration and. without restricting the gen¬ 
erality of the foregoing, includes 

<a) seismographic recording equipment and all ap¬ 
purtenances thereto. 

ib) conductor cables and cable reels, geophones, 
amplifiers and cameras, 

(c) explosive and detonating equipment. 

(d) drilling units and all the component parts and 
appurtenances thereof, and 

(e) water tanks and pumping equipment, but 

(III) does not include 

<a) vehicles licensed under The Vehicles and High¬ 
way Traffic Act, or The Public Service Vehicles 
Act, exclusive of mounted equipment on such 
vehicles, and 

(b) equipment, other than vehicle mounted equip¬ 
ment, used to drill a gas or oil well; 

<e) “municipality" mfeans a.town, village, municipal district 
country, improvement district, special area, metis im¬ 
provement district or forest reserve. 

'fi “owner" includes a person renting mobile equipment or 
having the exclusive use thereof under a rental agreement 
or otherwise. 

NOTE: Mobile Equipment having an original list price of less 
than $2,000 does not require a license under this Act.

Camp Impeesa is the first sou¬ 
thern Alberta-wide Centennial proj¬ 
ect to be announced which will 
provide an opportunity for full re¬ 
gional participation. 

The Southern Alberta Boy Scouts 
Region covers 11 districts with an 
enrolment of-6,000 Scouts and Cubs' 

The districts include Lake McGreg¬ 
or, West Wind, Flatlands, Sunshine, 
Chinook, Grizzly, Porcupine, Card- 
ston, Foremast and Medicine Hat. 

The development program of the 
camp, backdropped by Table 
Mountain in the rugged Rockies, 
calls for a start this fall and com¬ 
pletion by 1967. It is expected that 
the Centennial year will see one 
of the biggest Scout Jamborees 
ever held in Western Canada as 
a commemoration for the official 
opening. 

Impeesa was the Zulu name 
given to Lord Baden-Powell, the 
founder of the world-wide Boy 
Scout movement. The name itself 
means the “wolf that never sleeps'’ 
—symbolizing a creed that the Boy 
Scout movement is always vigi¬ 
lant to the need of tomorrow’s 
citizens. 

Work on the project was initi¬ 
ated more than a year ago in con¬ 
sultation with John Hogan of 
Blairmore, superintendent of the 
Crows Nest Forest Reserve. After 
the camp location was settled, Mr. 
Hogan arranged a long-term lease 
through the lands and forests de¬ 
partment of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The following estimates on ex¬ 
penditures have been listed by the 
Camp Building committee under 
chairmanship of Andrew Holmes: 

Road into campsite, $5,000; main 
administration building, $5,000; six 
Cub villages, central lodge for each 
at $5,000; six Cub huts to each vil¬ 
lage at $150 each; health unit and 
first aid centre, $3,000; power im¬ 
provement, $3,000; camp equip¬ 
ment, $3,000; approved drinking 
water installations, $3,000; approv¬ 
ed latrine facilities, $3,000; beach 
and dock facilities, $2,000; boating 
facilities, $1,600; recreation equip¬ 
ment, $1,500; site clearance equip¬ 
ment work, $1,500; camp truck, 
$1,000; promotion, stationery and 
miscellaneous expenses, $3,500. 

The entire camp layout is ex¬ 
pected to be built through contri¬ 
butions from individuals, organiza¬ 
tions, communities. Canada’s Cen¬ 
tennial organization is to be ap¬ 
proached also. 

The camp’s building committee 
says that in selecting one or more 
units of Impeesa Centennial Boy 
Scout Camp as a project or Cen¬ 
tennial gift, an individual, group 
or community may sponsor a me¬ 
morial dedicated to the service of 
youth. Appropriate recognition will 
mark the memorial unit if desired.
